hunger: nothing can be more mafterly or expreflive 
than this Study

Ditto mm 67 Portrait of a Boy that carried the Mortar to prepare 

the Coating of a Room for Painting in Frefco: 
It was cuftomary for the Plaifterer to bring a Tile 
prepared with Stucco for the Painter to try his 
Colours, which the Plaifterer deemed his Perquifite. 
Thefe Tiles were probably of that Defcription 
Giorgione — 68 A noble and finely-coloured Portrait of the Fifth
